MISSIONS. 





This isa subject that is pressing 
itself upon us, and we cannot neg- 
lect it without disregarding the 
great commission, ‘‘Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature.’’ 

This is one of the two command- 
ments (the last message) spoken by 
our Lord just before His Ascension, 
the other, Tarry till ye be endued 
with power from on high.’’ 

It seems that they were intended 
to be joined together. 

‘‘What God hath joined together 
let no man put asunder.”’ 

The last message of a departing 
friend is usually one of special im- 
portance: This one has been so 
considered because it has been 
often referred to as the great com- 
mission. The church, asa rule 
acts, as if the entire responsibility 
rested upon those to whom God 
had given a special call to the 
mission fields; but notso; the com- 
mission is binding upon every mem- 
ber of His body, there is no record 
of any distinction. 

In a general sense, all are com- 
manded to go, but all can not go in 
PERSON. The question arises 
then how can those that remain at 
home meet their responsibility in 


the matter? Paul in his letter to 
the Romans 10:13-15 shows the ab- 
solute necessity for such a work. 

‘*or whosoever shall call no the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 
How shall they call upon Him 
in whom they have not believed? 
and how shall they believe in Him 
of whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they hear without a 
preacher? and how shali they preach 
except they be sent?’’ 

To try to shift the responsibility 
of sending, and maintaining, upon 
the Lord is a misapplication of the 
above Scripture. God operates 
through the Church, Eph. 5:8-10, 

“Unto me who am_ less than 
the least of all saints, is this grace 
given, that I should preach among 
the Gentiles, the  unsearchable 
riches of Christ, and to make all 
men see what is the fellowship of 
the mystery, which from the begin- 
ning of the world hath been hid in 
God, who created all things by 
Jesus Christ: To the intent, that 
now unto the principalities and 
powers in the heavenly places 
might be known by the church the 
manifold wisdom of God.” I have 
been studying our financial system 
(hased upon the temple service), 
and am of the opinion that it comes 
short with regard to Missionray 


work. The relation of the aneicnt 
Church to the heathen was quite 
different to that of the Church in 
this gospel dispensation. [| con- 
tend that the Missionary is a pastor, 
and therefore as much entitled to 
the tithe as the pastor at home, and 
the responsibility for the support is 
equally binding. 

Jesus in teaching his disciples to 
pray showed them that the coming 
of his kingdom, was to be consid- 
ered before their personal needs. 

May the Lord give us a larger 
vision and a zeal worthy the true 
children of God. “‘So likewise ye, 
when ye _ shall see all these things, 
know that it is near, even at the 
doors.’’ Math, 24:33,
